IN  our  Contract  or  General  Price-List  for 
1931  we  made  a  special  announcement  that 
we  were  developing  a  meritorious  novelty — 
a  double,  sweet-scented  Nasturtium — to  be 
known  as  Nasturtium  Bodgeri  Flore  Pleno. 

We  have  been  successful  in  producing  a  crop 
that  has  come  up  to  our  expectations  both  as  to 
quality  and  quantity. 

Double  Nasturtiums  are  not  new,  but  up  to 
this  time  have  been  propagated  only  by  cuttings, 
and  it  has  been  generally  believed  they  would 
not  reproduce  themselves  from  seed.  Therefore 
it  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  offer  for  the  first  time 
this  unique  novelty  in  Nasturtiums,  which  we 
have  decided  to  name  Golden  Gleam. 

The  plant  forms  a  vigorous,  large  bush  which 
throws  out  short  runners,  averaging  eighteen 
inches.  The  flowers  commence  to  come  as  soon 
as  the  plant  nears  complete  development,  and  at 
the  time  it  is  in  full  bloom  the  entire  plant,  in¬ 
cluding  the  runners,  is  a  blaze  of  color.  The 
large,  golden-yellow  flowers  average  two  and 
one-half  to  three  inches  across.  They  are  borne 
on  erect,  stiff  stems  six  inches  in  length.  Con¬ 
sequently  the  flowers  stand  well  above  the  foli¬ 
age,  an  arrangement  which  adds  immeasurably 
to  the  showy  appearance  of  the  plant. 

When  well  grown  these  flowers  have  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  a  fully  double  flower,  and  are  most 
attractive.  An  ordinary  sized  bouquet,  when 
allowed  to  remain  in  a  room  for  a  short  period 
of  time  will  fill  the  room  with  fragrance. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Wm.  Cuthbert- 
son  of  Messrs.  Dobbie  &  Co.,  this  novelty  was 
exhibited  at  the  Chelsea  Flower  Show,  London, 
England,  where  it  met  the  approval  of  noted 
horticulturists.  A  reproduction  of  Messrs.  Dob¬ 
bie  &  Co.’s  announcement  to  the  trade  follows. 
In  reference  to  their  description,  however,  we 
wish  respectfully  to  offer  a  correction.  We  do 


not  class  this  new  type  Nasturtium  as  a  Tom 
Thumb,  but  rather  as  a  semi-trailing  type.
